NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—America has 
been favored with another noteworthy 
invasion of foreign golfers, the most im- 
portant since the nremorable visits of 
Harry Varden and J. R. Taylor, some 
five years ago. On board the Carmania, 
whnicn naS just COilue, Aiwa. ricru Ol 
Huddersfield; Andrew Kirkaldy, St. 
Andrews; Jack White, Sunningdale, and 
Rowland Jones, Wimbleton. All the 
men are Scots. Ben Nichols, for years 
a resident professional in this country, 
accompanied the visitors, who are bound 
for Mexico City. They are bvoked to 
leave Wednesday morning over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, connecting with 
the Mexico special at St. Louis. 

When they return from the South the 
Eastern Professional Golfers’ Associa- 
tion will tender the visitors a reception. 

Herd is probably the most known of 
the visitors, and he is without doubt 
one of the greatest living exponents of 
the game. He was born in St. Andrews 
in 1868 and started to play golf as soon 
as he could weild a club. His first pro- 
fessional engagement was at Portrush, 
Ireland, but was there only a short time 
when he went to Blundellsands. His 
first important match was with Kirk- 
aldy at St. Andrews. Herd won after 
a memorable struggle. 

_ He then went to Huddersfield, where 
he has remained as professional ever 
since. Herd’s greatest triumph was in 


192, when he won the open champion- 


ship of Great Britain. This was at 
Hioylake. He also defeated Vardon ina 
home-and-home match at Bury and 
ffuddersfield. Herd has ever been a 
more or less unlucky golfer and should 
have won the champlonship before he 
did. In 189 at Prestwick he had a 
lead of five strokes over J. R. Taylor, 
but on the last round Herd was caught 
in a severe thunderstorm, which spoiled 
his score.

AGONIES IN RING 
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“Tt makes me laugh to hear young 
pugilists of today say that boxing !Is 
more strenuous and harder than it was 
in the era of bare knuckles,” said Prof. 
Bill Clark, the belfast Chicken, Tues- 
day morning. “Nowadays the boys 
fight 20 rounds, take a bath, and as a 
rule, do not show a mark. Next day 
they hold receptions and attend the 
theaters, 

“in the old days the man who fought 
one hour in the ring was good for a 
week in bed and he would not be fit fur 
society for a month. He was usually 
cut and scarred, bruised and beaten un~ 
til he was unpresentable. 

“When I amble over to the Missouri 
Athietic Club, eat dinner, smoke my cli- 
gar, play billiards and by and by ride 
up in the elevator, plant myseif in the 
cushions and watch a boxing match, I 
think of the fight I once attended at 
Staten Island, New York, between Jim- 
my Elliott, who was afterwards killed 
by Jere Dunn and Abe Conkey of New 
York. They were 112 pounders. The 
ring was pitched on the beach.

It registered $ degrees above zero 
when they began to fight.
